advanced him a "loan" of $100,000.

- A, complete skeleton of an Indian 
believed to have been a member of 
the tribe or band of Indians who 
massacred the group of Spanish 
explorers on Looking Glass Creek 
near Munroe, Xeb., about the year 
1720. has been foud and turned over 
to the State Historical Cociety. 


The skeleton was lou.iil by Ralph 


Rupp, a farmer, livlnjt iwo miles 
north of Munroe, several feet be- 
neath the surface* of the 
In his hog lot. Rupp notified Wil- 
lard Matson of Munroe, who has 
assisted Curator E. E. Blackman In 
his excavations In 
that 
locality. 


Careful excavation by Matson and 
Rupp yielded the complete skeleton, 
which la especially well preserved. 


Because of the pood st^ate of pre- 


servation and the depth at which 
the .skeleton was found. Curator 
Blackman is positive that the In- 
dian waa burled about the year 1700 
or during the following half cen- 
tury.

ing soundness is indicated by; the 
monthly credit and business survey 
conducted by the research depart- 
ment of the National Association of 
Credit Men. J. H. ±regoe, executive 
manager, of the assoclatVbn said to- 
day in making the survey public. 


The survey indicates that produc- 


tion and distribution are progress- 
ing: at a. healthy pace and that there 
is no marked 
unemployment 
to 


speak of. 
With fair crops, mines 


producing well and .building hold- 
ing up. fairly well, the Department 
of Research reports that basically 
we are as sound as six months ago. 
With the Christmas holidays ap- 
proaching, the department points 
to the" steady purchasing power of 
the public as an encouraging sign 
for the near future'. 


The department's monthly region- 


al survey conducted this month in 
the states of Iowa, Kansas. Ne- 
braska and South Dakota indicates 
moderately fair^conditions in these 
states. The department's reports of 
this survey reads, as follows: 


"Collections for 
October 
were 


somewhat larger than'' .those 
for 


September. Improved sales and col- 
lections during the coming winter 
months are reported by a good ma- 
jority of the credit managers and 
treasurers furnishing the informa- 
tion.-

"Reports on other business and 


credit factors in these states are 
about equally divided between poor 
and better. Sales for October im- 
proved slightly over September in 
this district and were about the 
same in October, 1926 as in October 
1925. One encouraging sign is that 
more than half of the concerns in

creased failures .for. the 
coming 


winter months over the same period' 
last year. 


"Spotty crops are reported in this 


district and echoes of pessimism 
occur here and there throughout the 
region in which the survey, was 
conducted.^ Most of the concerns In 
these sta'tes report that merchant's 
stocks are low and that credit 
is 


being extended satisfactorily

A CURB ON LYNCHING. 


• From southern states in recent months has come 
unmistakable evidence of a 
determination to curb 


mob spirit which has so frequently found expres- 
sion in lynchlngs. 


In Georgia a few days ago a man was -sentenced 


to life imprisonment after a plea oC guilty to the 
charge of lynching Dave Wright, a white man. last 


.August. Nearly a year ago the Mississippi Bar as- 


sociation* issued a pamphlet condemning lynching and 
calling upon the people of the state to take ajstand 
against that profanation of justices. 
"~" 


Georgia, and Mississippi have been the worst of- 


fenders in the matter of mob rule in the last half 
century- In the last forty-three years, the pamphlet 


" pointed out, the two states had contributed a fifth 


of all the lynchings occurring in the United States. In 
Georgia mobs l-.ave taken 521 lives in that period of 
time while in Mississippi there have been 530 lynch- 
ings since 1SS3, 


During the last ~Torty years mobs murdered 4,14-1 


men and women. 


The only states in the union in which lynchings 


have not occurred within that period are Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont and Rhode Is- 
land. 


Eighty-five women have been lynched, seventeen of 


• them white. Three outlet four of the male victims 


of mobs have been colored. Rarely has anyone been 
brought to justice for taking part in a lynching, it 
having been a custom in the so'uthern states where 
most of the 'instances of mob_ violence have taken 
place to make no effort to ferret out Ihe offenders. 


But now the south is mending Us ways. There has 


been a quick resp'onse in Mississippi to the appeal ••>* 
tho Bar association.^ Jn one. county of that state, a 
sheriff and his t'rtree assistants vere removed from 
office for surrendering a prisoner to the mob, and a 
true bill was brought against tl.c t-herlff "for mis- 
demeanor and -crime while acting; as an officer." A 
negro In Ge.orgla, charged' with murder, was .extra- 
dited from New Jersey, taken to Georgia for trial ami 


- acquitted of the offenSe charged. In Kentucky the

sure of 1,500 pounds to the square inch. 
This tre- 


mendous pressure will cause the glass to crack and 
be destroyed If there Is the slightest irregularity on 
the surface and the manufacturers have been go- 
ng to Czecho-Slovakia for the best pi -te obtainable. 
The Scientific American states, however, that ar- 
rangements are under way to-make such glass in 
the United States. 


Under a heavy blow triplet gives way, but does not 


splinter. 
It Is, as though one struck "a flexible or 


penetrable piece of metal. 
In consequence of this 


quality the glass cannot cut anyone Mussolini or- 
dered triplex glass for his cars after the recent at- 
tempt to end his life with a bomb. 
, 


There are numerous uses to which this glass can 


be profitable put, such as eye protection in* indus- 
tries and windows in railway cars, but its greatest 
usefulness will be In the automobile and with its ad- 
vent fatalities such as the one which took place in 
Lincoln will no longer be "unavoidable." 


TRIS SPEAKER STEPS DOWN. 


Tris Speaker's retirement as manager of the Cleve- 


and ball club marks the passing of another great star 
jf the baseball diamond. "With the sole exceptions of 
Ty Cobb and \Valter Johnson, no man in the Ameri- 
an league was more feaied by his opponents and 
moic loved by the fans than Speaker. 


Speaker was the only rival of Cobb in the outfield 


where the pair shone so brilliantly for a, long term of 
years He was a great batsman, a marvel In covering 
ground, and possessed a great throwing arm. 
He 


wasvnot the base-runner of the mighty Cobb, and he 
did not contribute the color to the game which char- 
acterized the play of the Georgia Jpeach. But he was 
a menacing figure in a pinch, and when he took his 
place at the plate, with runners on bases, outfielders 
moved back and opposing pitchers quaked. 


As a manager Speaker was more successful than 


Cobb 
His men loved him and fought for him. He 


won the bunting in the American league and then 
carried his club to^a -world's championship. In 1925, 
with a club which the experts could not see at the 
^tart of the season, Speaker fought it out with the 
Yankees for the pennant in" the American league. 


Baseball will miss its Cobb, and its Speaker and its 
isler, providing the latter decides not to hold down 
he initial sack for the SL Louis Browns, after he was 
Jeposed as manager. It will miss the great Collins of 
the Chicago JVVhlte Sox. Many fine young stars have 
sprung up in both leagues but they will not usurp the 
place which these grand old men of baseball have 
fillod

titive bidding from privately-en- 
dowed schools—institutions where 
money is no object—remains to be 
seen. 
Chancellor Avery has pointed out 


the .danger which is faced by Ne- 
braska, a university maintained by- 
taxpayers and dependent in large 
measure upon the bounty of legis- 
lative action. -Only too often in the 
past has this bounty been with- 
drawn on account of political ma- 
neuveung and log-rolling; methods 
by men who have no interest in 
educational affairs. 


The University of Nebraska is a 


gigantic "p.ant," increasing in size 
and Influence every year, but its in- 
fluence c.in spread only in propor- 
tion to the support which it gets 
fiom the taxpayers oC the common- 
wealth, represented by their sena- 
tois and s.tate iepresentativcs who 
meet biennially at Lincoln. 


The really successful and pros- 


perous schools of the country, as 
paradoxical as it may seem, are 
those which do not depend upon the 
public treasury for sustenance. The 
privately-maintained colleges, espe- 
cially those which have lived a long 
time and which have been able to 
interest their wealthy alumni in 
the future of their alma mater, are 
moving along rapidly toward the 
goal, 
the big, unwieldly state 


schools, frequently made the foot- 
balls for designing and unsypa- 
this politicians, 
are 
suffering in 


spite of their largely increasing re- 
gistrations 


The people of Nebraska are proud 


of their university, its history, its 
ideals and its accomplishments, but 
they are not proud when they stop 
to think what has been done to it 
In the interest of "public welfare " 
an excuse which is entirely faulty.

abreast of the demands made upon

Carter and Mr. Studer of defense 
counsel. This incident was believed 
to refer to a day earlier in the trial 
when a brother of Juror Tillman 
had died and he went to McCarter 
to ask where he could find the 
judge. 


McCarter in explanation at the 


time said he expressed his sympa- 
thy and got away from the juror 
at once. 


Claimed Simpson Cursed, 


The next affidavit was concerned 


with a letter which Simpson said 
he had received in which one of 
the jurors was quoted as cursing 
him and calling him an unspeak- 
able name and a liar. 
A newspaper man, in another 


affidavit, said he had seen one ol 
the jurors dozing during the testi- 
mony" of Mrs. Jane Gibson, the 
state's star witness. Still another 
affidavit by a newspaperman said 
Jurors No. 2 and 5 were seen nod- 
ding at another time. Juror No. 5 
was named in another affidavit as 
having been asleep. Juror No. 2, it 
was stated in another affidavit, 
was observed as "nodding and ap- 
parently paying no attention to the 
testimony." 


One newspaper man's affidavit 


stated that during the testimony ot 
Willie Stevens, Juror No. 2 was 
heard to make a remark showing 
impatience 
while ' Simpson was 
cross examining the witness about 
the time he said he left his home 
the morning- after the slaying. 
' Two affidavits set forth that the 
jurors had been heard discussing 
the case in the restaurant where 
they have dined since the trial be- 
gan. 


A resident of Somervllle stated 


in an affidavit that he had seen 
Tillman, Juror No. B, stop as he 
was walking- along the street and 
talk with another citizen of Som- 
erville. It was stated in the affi- 
davit that during the conversation, 
the bailiff accompanying Tillman 
stood ten feet away.
